British Warships to Go 
Down Ways Tuesday

LONDON-Th# first of Groat, 
Britain's ’ hush hush" battleships 
will br launched on thr Tyne next 
Tuesday by thr King.

Has Britain a Foreign Policy? Commonwealth Institutes Try to Find Out 


By ELMORE PKILPOTT 

r IS APPARENT that a considerable pro¬ 
portion of British people throughout the 
world are still bewildered as to the bam 
of their government's foreign policies. That 
to not surprising The Munich agreement 
marked one of the great turning points In 
history. Britain threw overboard one of the 
fundamental principles of the policies to 
which the had dung since the days of Queen 
Elizabeth. -She cannot allow any Great 
Power to achieve such ■ hegemony on the 
continent of Europe as would threaten Brit¬ 
ain.* Suck has been accepted a* a cardinal 
point In British policy not only for genera¬ 
tions. but lor centuries Now, In the opinion 
*( almost all authorities Germany hat 
achieved at least a temporary hegemony of 
the continent of Europe. What doe* the 
change mean? 

It was by a fortunate rotnddrnce that at 
about the amt time a* the Munich crisis tn 
Europe there was being held on the other 
side of the world, at Sydney. Australia, the 
second unofficial conference on British Com¬ 
monwealth relations. With representatives 
from the International Institutes I Britain, 
Canada. New Zealand. Australia. South 
Africa. Ireland and India, thto highly Influ¬ 
ential gathering proceeded te tarry out It* 
delihsrattam In private, but with results 
which or* now In part mad* public.
